WASHINGTON. — Prime Minis- 
ter Golda Meir began her talks 
in Washifgton yesterday on the 
third day of her U.S. visit as con- 
flicting reporta circulated here 
that she had met with Jordan's 
King Hussein on Tuesday. 

Meir emerged from a three- 
hour m with Deputy Secre- 
tery of State Kenneth Rush yester- 
day and sald that she had had a 
useful discussion of many problems 
of mutual interest inthe usual spir- 
it of friendship which exists be- 
tween the U.S. and IsraeL But she 
@eclined to give any details of the 
luncheon discussions, 

Asked to comment about the 
wide-spread speculation that she 
had met King Hussein in Washing- 
ton, Mrs. Meir repled with 2 smile: 
“Oh, do you already know about 
it?" With this answer she smiled 
again at the press and, with Am- 
passador Rabin, moved to her next 
appointment with the Secretary of 
Defence Elliot Richardson at the 
Pentagon. 

Correspondents covering Mrs. 
Meir’s visit here were uncertain 
whether the speculation of a Hus- 
sein-Melr meeting was being pur- 
posely fanned or whether it was 
the result of confusion st the re- 
sponse of Israeli embassy spokes- 
men, some of whom have Satly de- 
nied the reported meeting while 
others have merely sald, “no com- 
ment.” 

Conflicting agency reports quoted 
State Department Secretary Charles 
Bray variously as saying he knew 
nothing of a reported meeting on 
Tuesday between Hussein and Mrs, 
Meir, and that no such meeting 
had been held. 

Mr. Bray confirmed that King 
Hussein flew into Washington on 
Tuesday morning, returned to Flo- 
rida on Tuesday night, and plan- 
ned to leave for home yesterday, 

When asked whether Hussein saw 
any U.S. offictals, Mr. Bray said, 
“Not in this building.”

The Cabinet decided last Sunday 
that Israel would offer ex gratia 
payments to the familles of the 
Libyan plane “out of humanitarian 
eonsiderations.” 

The Attorney-General and a team 
of Justice Ministry officials are pre- 
paring a working paper for the 
committee, setting out the prece- 
dents and international procedures 
upon which the committee will rely. 

Justice Ministry sources said yes- 
terday that the Germaa Govern- 
mert's payments to families of the 
Olympic athietes killed by Arab ter- 
rorists would not serve as a guide.

In the present case, Israeli too, 
will pay nothing for the plane since 
the intended payments are not in 
the nature of compensation — Israel 
Maintains that compensation is not 
called for — but in the nature of a 
humenttarian gesture to the be- 
reaved families. 

Meanwhile, our Arab Affairs Re- 
porter adds that aircraft were 
grounded yesterday and ships tied 
up during a one-hour strike in most 
of the 18 Arab countries. It was 
termed an expression of indignation 
over the downing of the Libyan air- 
liner and began at 2.10 pm., the 
hour the Boeing 727 crashed. 

The Egyptian State Radio said the 
strike, protesting “Israel's aggres- 
sion,” was observed throughout the 
Arab world. Reports from various 
Arab capitals, however, sald planes 
continued to land, although there 
were no take-offs.

The meeting’s rejection of any 
suggestion of sanctions against Is- 
rael for shooting down the airliner 
showed that the organization was 
not prepared to blame Israel for 
the tragic incident, they said.

TEL AVIV. — Two Israeli contrac- 
tors who had been engaged by Ve- 
red to build airports in Uganda 
before it broke off ties with Israel 
have sued Vered and the Mekorot 
Company for IL4m 

Hiram Landau Lid of Tel Aviv 
and Y¥. Zeevi and Sons Ltd. of 
Haifa, claimed in the District Court 
that Vered — the former Water 
Resources Development Corporation 
set up in 1964 by Mekorot for 
work abroad — asked them to re- 
cord a commission of $500,000 as 
payment for equipment, instead of 

commission. The idea was to con- 
ceaj the money from income tax. 

They further claimed that Vered 
made commitments to pay individ- 
uals in Uganda $250,000. The con- 
tractors were stuck with the bill. 
If they did not pay, they would 
not have been able to continue 
work. 

Vered received $1m. from the 
contractors, the suit states, half of 
it for equipment which they had 
agreed to purchase through It, and 
half as commission for negotiating 
the jobs with the Ugandan Gov- 
ernment. The contract, signed in 
1971, calied for payment in Ugan- 
dan currency, to be made at Kam- 
pala. The contractors submitted ta 
Vered a bank guarantee for half 
the sum, and notes for the balance, 

The plaintiffs said that Mekorot 
should not demand payment on the 
notes, since they received nothing 
in exchange for the money. 

They also claimed that Vered 
promised them to assist in moving 
out some of their equipment while 
1 was still possible, after the break 
with Israel. It did not do so, they 
said, and as a result, they claimed 
$200,000 worth of equipment wes 


left behind and cannot be recover- 
ed. 

Finally, the contractors stated 
that Vered had made illegal ar- 
rangements with its employees re- 

currency exchange, and this 
prejudiced the authorities in Ugan- 
da against the contractors and their 
employees. The ouster in the spring 
of 1972, they added, caused them 
damage in millions of dollars, and 
a good deal of the damege was 
the fault of Vered.

Lawyer Zvi Lidsky asked and 
received permission to bring wit- 
nesses to show that one of the 
accused, his client, was under 18. 

The two boys were found guilty of 
murdering an elderly beggarwoman, 
Sa‘tad Edri, in her shack in the 
me'abdra and stealing IL200 from 
the body and another IL300 hidden 
in the shack They afterwards 
disposed of the body in the garbage 
dump nearby. 

The police also think the boys 
bore Mrs. Edri a grudge. She had 
fallen out with the married efster of 
the older boy, who was also mistress 
4othe younger.

REHOVOT. — An international team 
of research scientists led by group 
from the Weizmann Institute will 
map out a plan to deal with the in- 
creasingly severe world water short- 
age, it was announced yesterday by 
Dr. Sam Nilsson, Secretary-General 
of the International Federation of 
Institutes for Advanced Study. The

gramme into motion. “While excel- 
lent work on water problems has al- 
ready been done,” Dr. Nilsson de 
clared that a major effort must now 
be made to utilize all this accumu- 
lated knowledge so that in 35 or 40 
years, when tthe world’s population 
doubles, there will be enough water 
to go around. “It is not only a 
question of more people but also 
of more sophisticated agriculture 
and industry, which require addi- 
tional water," he said.

ing on the subject in Stock- 
holm in May under the auspices 
of the Nobel Fondation,” he added.

TAKE-OVER AT 
WOUNDED KNEE 


WOUNDED KNEE, South Dakota 
(AP).— About 200 Indians were in 
control of this tiny town yesterday. 
holding about 10 residenta hostage 
and de that two U.S. Sen- 
ators come tp their reservation to 
discuss Indian grievances. 

A spokesman for the American In- 
dian Movement said the demonstra- 
tors had vowed “to die if necessary” 
unless their demands are met. 

The spokesman, Carter Camp of 
Ponca City, Oklahoma, said in a 
telephone interview that the host- 
ages had not been hurt and were 
in no danger “unless the police 
come in ‘here and try to annthilate 
us.” 


He said the Indians would hold the 
hostages until Senator Edward Ken- 
πον of Massachusetts and J. W. 
Fulbright of Arkansas, both Demo- 
crets, came to the 2,500-square-mile 
Pine Ridge Reservation, the nation's 
largest. 

The Indians reportedly broke into 
ἃ trading post in the town and pro- 
vided themselves with weapons and 
supplies. 

In Sioux Falls, U.S. attorney Wil- 
lam Clayton said federal authorities 
had arraigned 16 adults and one 
juvenile at the reservation. Clayton 
saki the group would be arraigned in 
Rapid City on charges of larceny, 
burglary and conspiracy to commit 
burglary. 

About 90 police officers sealed off 
the area after the take-over on Tues- 
day night of tthe town in south- 
western South Dakota, site of a 
Dbioody clash in 1890 between Sioux 
and U.S. army troops. 

“If they come in here shooting, 
it’s going to be pretty bard to dis- 
tinguish between Indians and white 


people,” Camp, a national coordi- 
nator of AIM, said. ‘The hostages 
are in no danger from Indian people. 
They understand that. But they're in 
the same place as Indian people, so 
they’ne in the same danger if they 
(police) decide to Invade.” 

Camp said the Indians were mem- 
bers of AIM and the Oglala Sloux 
netion, He sald the Indians’ demands 
included au investigation of the deal- 
ings of the Bureau of Indian Af- 
fairs and the Department of the In- 
terior with the Oglala Sioux.

Swedish envoys report 
on Jews in Syria, Iraq 


STOCKHOLM (UPI). — Swedish 
diplomats in Syria and Iraq have 
been instructed to report any dis- 
crimination against the two countries’ 
Jewish minorities, Swedish Foreign 
Minister Wickman said on Tuesday. 

Replying to a question in the 
Riksdag (parliament), Mr. Wickman 
said Sweden condemns any form of 
discrimination against individuals or 
racial or other minorities. 


“The government seeks continuous 
information on the Jewish minori- 
ties’ situation In the mentioned 
countries. However, tt is very diffi- 
cult to get reliable reports. 

“Since a long time back, our mis- 
gions in the concerned countries are 
under instructions to follow the 
situation of the Jewish minorities 
and make the stand of the Swedish 
government known,” Mr. Wickman 
said.

US. ECONOMIC AIDE 
Blocking trade with Russia 


‘could harm 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Pres- 
jdential aide Peter Flanigan said 
on Tuesday that congressional ac- 
tion to block trade concessions to 
Russia could harm Jewish emigra- 
tion from Russia to Israel. 

Mr. an, President Nixon's 
assistant for international economic 
affairs, told the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers the Admin- 
istration realized that Jewish 
emigration was a serious problem 
about which something must be 
done. 


‘But he opposed proposals in Con- 
gress that the U.S. bar most- 
favoured-nation treatment to the 
Soviet Union until Russia dropped 
its education ransom tax. 

This requires emigrants to pay 
large sums of money for their 
education before being allowed to 
leave. The tax has mainiy hit Jews 
wishing to emigrate to Israel, 

Mr. Flanigan suggested that the 


Soviet Jews’ 


kind of diplomacy being pursued by 
the President and Secretary of State 
William Rogers on the issue was 
the best approach. 

He sald: “We think congressional 
action (in not granting the Soviet 
Union most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment in trade) would have a reverse 
effect to that intended by inhibiting 
the expansion of emigration out of 
the Soviet Union.” 

Earlier, at the same conference, 
Senator Edmund Muskie (Democrat, 
Maine) said the Soviet Union's 
policies towards emigrating Jews 
remained a major roadblock tn the 
way of expanded East-West trade. 

“Soviet leaders would be profound- 
ly mistaken if they underestimated 
American feelings on the exit visa 
question,” Senator Musite said. 

“Americans properly perceive the 
exorbitant taxes on Jewish emi- 
grants... as being in violation of 
fundamental human rights and free- 
doms.”

SEOUL (Reuter). — South Korean 
President Park Chung Hee's ruling 
Democratic Republican party was 
yesterday just short of an overall 
Majority after nearly complete re- 
turns from Tuesday's national as- 
sembly elections — the first under 
his sweeping new powers. 

Amidst opposition charges of vote- 
rigging, final counts from all but 
two of 73 two-seat constituencies 
gave the presidential party 71 elect- 
ed seats, the major opposition New 
Democratic party 51, independents 
19 and the opposition Democratic 
Unification party one.

He was 
elected for a new term extended 
from four to six years by a new 
constitutional body. 

The President, who has ruled 
South Korea since 1961, first as 
junta leader and then as elected 
president, would otherwise have had 
to step down in 1975 at the end of 
his third term. 

In four constituencies in the 
capital, vote-counting was suspended 
several times on Tuesday night as 
irregular votes were discovered. This 
brought angry charges from the 
main opposition party that the elec- 
tions as a whole were marked by 
irregularities. 

The ruling presidential party 
gained seven of Seoul's 16 seats, 
compared with only one in 1971, 
it was four out of eight seats, as 
while {n the second city of Pusan 
agalnst two previously.

The jJeaflets said the fall of As- 
sad’s regime was “an indispensable 
condition for Syria's participation 
in the union planned by Egyrt and 
Libya.” 

The Belrut reports said this ref- 
erence to Libya strengthened ru- 
mours that the regime of Libyan 
leader Muammer Gaddafi was ἐπ- 
volved in stirring up the Syrian 
riots.

MIAMI (AP). — The contempt trial 
of reputed underworld fimancier 
Meyer Lansky wemt to the jury 
yesterday after the presiding judge 
Said the government's case hinged 
on whether Lansky actually be- 
Heved travel would endanger his 
health. 

U.S. District Court Judge James 
King told the eight-woman, four- 
™man jury that the essential ques- 
tion in the government's charge 
that Lansky wilfully disobeyed a 
subpoena to appear before a grand 
jury in March 1971 was whether 
Lansky acted In good faith. 

The defence contended that Lansicy 
dd not respond to the subpoena 
because a doctor in Tel Aviv, where 
he was living at the time, advised 
that a trip to Miami could en- 
danger his Hfe. 

“The principal jasue of fect is 
whether the defendant in good 
faith actually belleved that if he 
obeyed the subpoena and travelled 
from Tel Aviv to Miami he would 
tharm himself physically or demage 
his health," Judge King told the 


jury. 

In closing arguments the defence 
described Lansky, 71, as a very 
aick man and said the prosecution 
had failed to show that he wilfully 
disobeyed the subpoena. 

The prosecution charged that ft 
bad proved the Tel Aviv physician 
had ted when he sald Lansky was 
Physically unable to travel.

* 4 NOMINAL rent." Finance Min- 

ister Levi Eshkol suggested to 
Dr. Nelson Glueck in 1963. After 
years of trials and disappointments, 
the Iate archaeologist and President 
of the Hebrew Union College was 
finally on the verge of realizing his 
great dream: the establishment of a 
branch of the College. the Reform 
Movement’s educational institute, 
here in Jerusalem to teach archae- 
ology and history of the Holy Land. 

What didhe mean by a “nominal” 
rent? Dr. Glueck asked. A quarter 
of a million dollars a year, Eshkol 
replied. 

The property in question was a 
Government-owned plot adjacent to 
the King David Hotel. It looked 
e@cross a narrow strip of no man’s- 
land into the barrels of the Arab 
Legion's guns. 

Dr. Glueck protested. In America 
“nominal” meant something differ- 
ent. How much? Hshkol asked, 
blandly. “A dollar a year,” the schol- 
ar ventured. The Minister's face 
creased into a warm smile. He 
stretched out his hand and sealed 
the deal. 

Since then, the Hebrew Union 
College pays the Government $1 per 
year for the site of its small but 
handsomely landscaped campus on 
Rehov King David, in what is now 
the bustling centre of united Jeru- 
salem. Two years ago Premier Golda 
Meir and Finance Minister Pinhas 
Sapir agreed to lease the adjoining 
lot — the former road Hcence offices 
— to the College on the same terms. 
Building plans are already in an ad- 
vanced stage and soon spacious new 
facilities will arise on the site en- 
abling H.U.C. Jerusalem to develop 
into a world centre for Reform 
Judaism, 


Ome year in Jerusalem 

At present, all the rabbinical stu- 
dents at HLU.C.’s Cincinnati centre 
and its branches in New York and 
California are required to spend one 
year of their course at the Jeru- 
salem college. When the new build- 
ings are completed there will be 
room for ali H.U.C. postgraduate 
students, ln arts and social sclences 
as well as rabbinics, to spend a year 
in Jerusalem speciaHzing in Jewish 
studies, history and archaeology. 

A year-long programme for under- 
graduates is atso being developed by 
the Jerusalem H.U.C. in cooperation 
with the Hebrew University, and 
summer courses are planned for 
groups of the National Federation 
of Temple Youth — the Reform 
Synagogue's youth movement in the 
U.S. H.U.C. President, Dr. Alfred 
Gottschalk, who told me the anec- 
dote of Mr. Eshkol and Dr. Glueck. 
expects that over 5,000 students and 
young people will be coming to 
Jerusalem each year under these 
various programmes. 

Dr. Gottschalk is here this week 
together with some 30-odd governors 
of ἘΠ Ὁ. to participate in the Board 
of Governors meeting being held 
in Jerusalem to mark the tenth an- 
aiversary of the local college.

Some 40,000 West Bank wage- 
earners wil be covered, starting to- 
day, by a cheap, comprehensive 
health insurance scheme initiated by 
the Military Government. 

Family heads will be provided 
with free heaith services for a 
monthly premium of IL6, while 
members of their families will be en- 
titled to a 50 per cent reduction on 
medical fees.

He is currently a member of the 
Israel Tax Foundation, an advisory 
body of jurists set up to develop 
links between the U.S, and Israel tax 
bamS and develop a U.S. tax law 
library in Israel.

Judge Tannemwaid says he views 
his own discovery of Judaism and 
Jewish Identity through Israel as a 
symbol in microcosm of what the 
HLU.C. is hoping to achieve, through 
its College in Jerusalem, on a larger 
scale for thousands of young Ameti- 
can Jews. 

Dr. Gottschalk, who took over the 

residency of E.U.C. when Dr. 
Glueck died a year ago, made his 
name in building up the College's 
‘West Coast branct. into a flourishing 
academic institution. He forged ties 
with the neighbouring University of 
Southern CaHforria, enabling his 
students to take Masters degrees 
there in social sciences simultane- 
ously with thelr Jewish studies at 
the College. This pattern has now 
been followed by H.U.C. in Cin- 
cinnati itself, in New York (with 
New York University and Columbia) 
anc here in Jerusalem. 


Backlash to aniversalism 


Dr. Gottschalk believes that many 
Israelis are unfamiliar with modern 
trends in the U.S, Reform Movement 
and tend to think of it in terms of 
the past. There has been a change 
and it is still proceeding within the 
Movement, he says. The over-empha- 
sis on universalism 88 against par- 
ticularism has hac 3 backlash: as- 
similation and incarmarriage are 
eating away at the communities. 

Recently, slowly, many Reform 
leaders have come to realize that a 
complete rejection of tradition in an 
attempt to seek uciversal values is 
too extreme a cou: Some of these, 
Dr. Gottschalk among them, are urg- 
Ing now “a reassessment of tradi- 
ton and selective use thereof" rather 
than its wholesale rejection. The 
Movement’a turnabout of the issue 
of Jewish day-schovuls is sympto- 
matic of this change. Its espousal of 
Zionism is another symptom, and 
the energetic development of the 
College in Jerusalem is a third. 

Among the projects Dr. Gottschalk 
hopes to see undertaken at the Col- 
lege is the transiation of modern 
Reform literature into Hebrew to 
give Israelis an insight into develop- 
ments in the Movement. 

He hopes, eventually, for recogni- 
tion for Reform rabbla here (there 
are at present eight congregations}, 
though he is under no illusions as 
to the political chances of tis hap- 
pening in the near future. His 
vision of the ideal State of Israel 
is of a “Jewish pluralism in which 
Jews will identify religiously and/or 
ethnically.”

The High Court of Justice dis-

The wife brought an action 
against her husband im the Haifa 
Druse Relgious Court, asking for 
dissolution of the marriage, that the 
house be vacated by her husband 
and handed over to her, as well as 
suing for maintenance and com- 
pensation. The Druse Court dissolv- 
ed the marriage and awarded. the 
wife compensation of 1L10,000 be- 
cause of the divorce, the house, fur- 
niture and household chattels, and 
maintenance of L200 per month for 
each son up to the age of 11 and 
each daughter up to the age of 
uine still living with her. 

The petitioner appealed against 
this decision to the Druse Court of 
Appeal, which dismissed the appeal. 
He thereupon petitioned the High 
Court of Justice, which granted him 
an order nisi. 

On the return day, Mr. K. Khas- 
sem appeared for the petitioner, 
Dr. M. Cheshin, Assistant State At- 
torney, for the first respondent, and 
Mr. Evenari for the second respon- 
dent.

Justice Berinson, who delivered 
the judgment of the High Court, 
first considered the argument that the 
Haifa Druze Court had not been 
properly composed. It fis krue, he 
said, that the Haifa Court had been 
composed of two Kadis-Madhhab in- 
stead of the three provided for in 
section 8 of the Druse Religious 
Courts Law, 1962. But shortly after 
they had handed down their judg- 
ment, the Law was amended — in- 
1972 — to allow of a Court's being 
composed of one Kadi-Madhhab 
only, and this same amendment lays 
down that any proceeding which 
took place in a Druse Religious 
Court before the amended law came 
into force, should not be disqualified 
only because it took place before a 
bench of fewer than three. 

As to the petitioner’s argument 
that a judgment is not a “proceed- 
ing” and that the above validation 
could, therefore, not resuscitate a 
judgment given by an incomplete 
bench, Justice Berinson said he 
could not accept it.

nullified, with the inevitable result 
that the whole action would have 
to be reheard, 

The petitioner, Justice Berinson 
continued, had challenged the juris- 
diction of the Druse Court on the 
additional grounds that, as_ the 
parties were Druse from the Golan 
Heights, their matters of personal 
status came within the exclusive 
jurisdiction of the Druse Religious 
Court established by the Miltary 
Governor of the area, whose seat 
should be on the Golan Heights and 
not in Haifa ε 

He could not accept this argu- 
ment either, he held, for the Mili- 
tary Governor's order delegated the 
fixing of the location of the Druse 
Religious Court to the head of the 
Druse Religious Court of Appeal, 
and the latter had fixed Haifa where 
all the Druse Religious Courts of 
Israel are located, as the seat. 

Justice Berinson then went on to 
consider the petitioner's argument 
that the Druse Religious Court in 
Haifa is an Israel court and that 
it had, therefore, exceeded its juris- 
diction by considering a matter of 
personal status of Druse from the 
Golan Heights, who do not live ln 
Israel and are not Israel nationals. 
In dismissing it, he pointed out that 
under the Druse Religious Courts 
Law, these courts have exclusive 
jurisdiction “in matters of marriage 
and divorce of Druse in Israel who 
are nationals or residents of the 
State." The petitioner and his wife, 
he continued, had attended the ses- 
sions of the court in Haifa and could 
therefore be said to have been “in 
Israel” at the time (see also H.C. 
129/63, P.D. 16/1640). 

Furthermore, although they were 
not resident in Israel, the petitioner 
himself had declared in his state- 
ment of eppeal to the Druse Reli- 
gious Court of Appeals that they 
were nationals, as they had lived for 
some time in Israel before the Six 
Day War and had returned to their 
native village on the Golan Heights 
only after the war. This statement, 
he continued, did not establish the 
true status of the parties for all 
matters but it was at least binding 


on the petitioner for purposes of the 
present case between himself and his 
wixe, 

Justice Berinson then dismissed the 
petitioner's flnal argument: that in 
contradistinction to section 3 of the 
Rabbinical Courts Jurisdiction {Mar- 
riage and Divorce) Law, the Druse 
Religious Courts Law does not ex- 
pressiy vest the Druse Courts with 
jurisdiction in any matter connect- 
ed with a suit for divorce, including 
maintenance for the wife and the 
Children, but confines their jurisdic- 
thon to “matters of marriage and 
divorce”; and that, therefore, all 
that a Druse Court can do is to 
dissolve a marriage, but it cannot 
order the husband to pay- malin- 
tenance and compensation. 

It is true, Justice Berinson said, 
that the Druse Religious Courts 
Law does not contain a provision 
parallel to that in the Rabbinical 
Courts Law. but he was not pre- 
pared to lay down any rule in the 
present case on the question of 
whether the expression “matters of 
divorce’ could not be interpreted 
broadly so as to include questions 
of malntenance and compensation 
because the petitioner had not raised 
this question in the action before 
the Druse Court and had even free- 
ly consented to discuss in that 
Court the question of how much 
compensation and maintenance to 
give his wife. 

Furthermore, he added, the Druse 
Religious Court of Appeal had held 
that, in accordance with the tenets 
of the Druse religion, a divorced 
woman {s entitled to all her rights 
and to a share in her husband's 
property, acquired after marriage 
by their joint efforts, if the divorce 
is παῖ due to any fault on her part 
but is due solely to the husband's 
desire to take another woman, and 
it may be assumed that this Court 
is fully conversant with the princi- 
ples of Druse religious law.

EF the recent four-day visit to 
Moscow by Hafez Ismail, adviser 
to President Sadat, is the precursor 
ot Soviet efforts to find a Middle 
East settlement in association with 
the U.S., the Russians are making 
their views known well in advance. 
They do not intend that such a 
settlement shall leave Washington 
with all the prestige. or that a 
partial settlement or failure to 
reach one leaves Russia with the 
blame. 

The Russians are opposed to the 
re-opening of the Suez Canal, except 
as part of an overall settlement. 
The argument here is that after 
the opening of the Canal, the Soviet 
Union will have no lever to influence 
Israel. While for economic reasons 
the Russians would like the Canal 
to be open, -iey believ: the ‘Vestern 
nations are In more of ἃ hurry to 
get it going again. So Moscow sees 
no advantage for itself or the Arab 
countries In opening the Canal before 
a settlement is reached on other 
thorny issues. 

Comments in the Soviet press 
which have followed Mr. Ismail's 
visit also indicate that Soviet- 
Egyptian relations are on the mend. 
Moscow let the Egyptians under- 
stand that it was not averse to sup- 
plying more arms to Cairo on a 
limited scale. The Soviet Union has 
agreed to speed up construction of 
the Helwan steel plant being built 
under Russian auspices.

Moscow is confident, given Its 
own growing accord with Weshing- 
ton, that both sides to the Middle 
East dispute can be persuaded to 
accept a solution which will guaran- 
‘tee Israel's existence and the in- 
violability of Arab territories and a 
withdrawal of Israel troops from 
occupied land. But Moscow is equally 
Sure that this cannot be done if the 
U.S. emerges as a sole mediator be- 
tween the two sides.
